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INTRODUCTION 



PRACTICAL HOMES is published to 
aid home builders to select a home best 
suited to their individual tastes and require- 
ments. 

The illustrations are photographic reproduc- 
tions of homes already constructed. This gives 
a most vivid illustration of the completed house. 
But to build these homes it is necessary to use the 
plan service connected with this publication. By 
so doing, many disappointments and costly 
changes are eliminated. 

The illustrations are architecturally true and 
correct to the various types represented, and will 
produce most artistic and beautiful homes. 

Shrubbery has been eliminated, in most cases, 
in order to show the structure in full detail. It 
should be borne in mind that a small change in 
the exterior may spoil the symmetry of the design. 

Interior planning has been given careful study. 
The motto of "A place for everything, and every- 
thing in its place" has constantly been kept in 
mind. Windows have been so placed that fur- 
niture may be shifted into various positions 
without protruding over same. Every conceiv- 
able detail has been considered and gone into 
thoroughly to make each home as convenient and 
labor saving to the housewife as possible. 

Cost of Construction 

An approximate estimate of the cost may be 
obtained from us; however, the prices on material 
and labor fluctuate, according to the location. 
Many things may be eliminated in warm climates, 
that cold climates require. Therefore, having 
selected your design, and procured your plans, 
specifications and material list, you can best se- 
cure an exact estimate from your local contrac- 
tor or dealer. 

Hints on Construction 

Set the house well back from the front line, or 
in a line with adjacent houses. On north or south 
facing lots, place the house nearest to the west 
line. This leaves the side with the most windows 
to the largest open space; it also allows room on 
that side for yard beautification, and gives you 
the desired afternoon shade. On east or west 
facing lots, place your house nearest the north 
line. Circumstances might make it imperative to 
alter the above arrangement; local conditions 
must be considered. 

Be sure that the house sets above grade. 

Excavation — Save all black dirt. 

Foundation — Follow specifications. Concrete or concrete 
blocks are most desirable. If poured in freezing weather, the 
mass or mortar should be warm and kept well covered. 

Lumber — Dimension lumber, and lumber for sheathing, 
under-floors and roof boards need not be of the best grade, 



for it is not exposed to the elements, so there is less deteriora- 
tion. Lumber on the outside, or exposed portions, should be 
of good quality and as far as possible, free from sap or loose 
knots. All lumber, or exposed woodwork, should be primed 
immediately after it is in place, to prevent the grains from 
rising. 

The three materials, used universally for outside construc- 
tion are lumber, stucco and brick, or combinations of any two 
or all three. 

Stucco — Stucco must have a proper base. Consult your 
specifications, and avoid putting it on in freezing weather. 

Brick — All outside brickwork should be hard burned brick. 

Insulation — In the northern latitude insulating material 
should be used to insure warmth and fuel economy. See that 
all crevices over and under frames, and elsewhere are well 
packed with oakum. This work should be performed before 
any lathing or plastering is done. 

Wiring, Plumbing and Heating — Before the house is 
lathed and plastered, see that ybur wiring outlets and the 
plumbing fixtures and outlets for radiators are where you want 
them. 

After this work is completed, and inspected, you are ready 
for lathing and plastering. 

Lath and Plaster — See that specifications are followed 
carefully. Sufficient plaster should be used so that it will lay 
%-inch thick above the lath. The best grade of material 
and workmanship should be insisted upon. 

Interior Finish — The interior finish should not be brought 
on the premises, or any interior finish work performed, until 
the plaster is thoroughly dry and all dampness eliminated 
from the house. 

The interior trim is plain and free from dust catching 
crevices. The built in features may be eliminated if the owner 
so desires, as plans are designed to meet with both contin- 
gencies. Their exclusion will result in considerable saving. 

Alternative materials are specified, also alternative specifi- 
cations for painting and varnishing, as this gives the owner 
full sway in these matters. 

Plumbing and Heating — The plumbing fixtures incor- 
porated in the specifications are the standard accepted and 
universally used. They also provide, in cases where there are 
no sewer or water in street, for septic tank and pumping system. 

Hot water heat is recommended in most of the designs, if 
heat is necessary, although in the smaller designs hot air may 
be used to advantage, with a considerable saving. 

Plans, Material List and Specifications — The working 
plans show all elevations, floor and basement plans, with all 
dimensions necessary for the full prosecution of the work. A 
scale of 3^C-inch to the foot is used for the general plans, i-inch 
to the foot is used on details for kitchen cabinet, fireplace, 
etc., and mouldings and trim are shown full size. 

A complete material list goes with each plan. This list 
does not include materials for Plumbing, Heating, Painting, 
Electric Wiring and Metal Work, as these items are made 
alternative in the specifications. When figures are obtained 
they may be placed in their respective places in the summary. 
This gives a quick and thorough method of arriving at cost. 

Changes or Alterations of Plans 
or Special Plans 

Slight changes, such as altering partitions, or 
other minor changes can be made by the con- 
tractor without special plans being made. 

Special plans will be furnished, when desired, 
for any kind of a structure. In cases of this kind 
a tentative sketch should accompany letter, with 
full information, and a price will be quoted for 
drawing complete plans.

Here is a delightful quaint Old English cottage 
type house, 30x28^. Simplicity of design 
is the keynote; its steep roof, nicely arranged 
windows, and front entrance with wrought iron 
railing make a very interesting horizontal effect. 
The house may be placed upon a 40 foot lot, 
It is planned to meet the requirements of the 




twentieth century citizen. The first floor is well 
arranged; the second floor contains three good 
sized bed rooms, and a bath room, all opening 
into the hall in the center. 
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An exceptionally well designed English type 
2\ house, 26x26, finished in stucco with varie- 
gated shingles on its beautifully gabled roof. It 
can be placed to advantage on a narrow inside 
city lot. The wide plaster archway between the 
dining room and living room gives an idea of 
openness and makes the inside look larger than it 
actually is. The interior trim can be of any varied 



woods, finished to the required taste. It has not 
been found necessary in this design to clip heavily 
into the second story ceilings. The house has 
seven rooms; the den is a feature in this plan. 
Each bed room has plenty of light and cross venti- 
lation, and there is plenty of closet space. There 
is a basement under the entire house with laundry 
tubs, coal bin, and vegetable cellar provided. 
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English. This house is 26x26, a strictly English design, and is very beautiful. 
The interior arrangement is perfect, considering the exterior dimensions of 
the house. It is attractive and convenient.

And this design is one that has been 
modernized, but still retains the architecture true 



to its type. The house has a large living room, with 
fireplace, French door to side porch, a good sized 
dining room with buffet and china closet, and a well 
arranged kitchen with breakfast nook. The side 
porch can easily be made into a sun room. The 
second floor has one extra large chamber with 
fireplace, and two more chambers of fair size. 
All of the chambers have sufficient closets.

Avery unique bungalow, 26x40 in size. Most everyone,

from the ordinary. This English type semi-bungalow 
gives an opportunity to deviate from the common to the 
elite, and secure a very artistic result. The craggy broken 
ashlar is limestone, blue and yellow, laid flatwise, with 
gray stucco and variegated asphalt shingles on the roof. 
The location of the chimney in front makes it an important 
element in the design, and gives the fireplace an unusual 
position in the living room. 

The interior is well arranged and practical. Note the 
front hall with coat closet, large living room, 19'xl2'6". 
Then there is a cheerful, fair sized dining room, and 
kitchen with breakfast nook. There is a refrigerator 
placed for icing from hallway, with grade entrance at side 
leading to kitchen and to basement. There is plenty of 
space for kitchen cabinet and a convenient position for 
the sink and stove; this kitchen arrangement is planned 
to save steps for the housewife. Two commodious 
chambers with closets are connected into the center hall, 
from which you can enter the bathroom. A stairway to 
the second floor leads up from this center hall; two rooms 
here may be finished off if desired, and still leave large 
space for storage purposes. 

Oak, fir, or birch may be used for interior finish; and 
may be finished in any manner, as the specifications are 
drawn so as to give the owner his own choice.

Brick and stucco are used on the exterior walls, and 
asphalt shingles on the roof. There is a well arranged and 
convenient floor plan, similar in some respects to Design 
No. 52. We have the front hall with coat closet; a plaster 
arch leading to the large light living room, fire place in living 
room and gothic arch leading into dining room. When 
properly finished and decorated it will produce a very striking 
appearance. 

There is a side grade entry at the left to kitchen and base- 
ment. Kitchen has breakfast nook, cabinet provided with 
drawers, bins, closets and shelves, and a refrigerator space 
for icing from hall. The sink is conveniently placed; and the 
'. arrangement is so planned as to make it most convenient 
for the housewife or maid. 

The chambers are commodious and the windows are so 
placed that beds and dressers may be placed in various 
positions. There is good closet space. Note that the bed- 
rooms have cross drafts, so much to be desired in warm 
weather. All rooms lead into the center hall from which 
you can enter the bathroom. A stairway to attic is provided 
in which two or three rooms may be finished off if desired. 
The interior woodwork should be of oak, birch or fir, finished 
in Old English, Mahogany, Ivory, W 7 alnut or natural. 

The basement extends under entire house and is provided 
with laundry tubs, vegetable cellar and coal bin. Either hot 
water or hot air may be used for heating this home.

THIS bungalow is 26x38, a very attractive and 
out of the ordinary design. The exterior is 
smooth stucco. A careful study of the floor plan 
will convince you of a most excellent arrangement 
in every particular, as up-to-date features are 
provided throughout. 



The basement extends under entire house, with 
rear grade entry, also large attic with stairway 
from the center hall.

THIS beautiful bungalow is 30x36. It is brick 
from grade to under side of windows, with 
smooth stucco above. The interior, with large 
living room, fire place, and plastic Gothic arch 
between it and dining room, with French doors 



leading from both to sun room, produces a won- 
derful effect. The rear center hall leading to all 
rooms is another admirable feature. 

Basement under entire house with rear grade en- 
try, large attic. Every convenience is provided for. 
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THIS five room bungalow is 26x38 feet, with concrete 
foundation under the entire house. The plans provide 
for a 27-inch cement water table extending around the entire 
house, with stucco from water table to belt course. Shingles 
are used above, also on the roof. This design retains the low 
effect so much desired in bungalow construction. The 
interior arrangement is practical and convenient. The living 
room, dining room and vestibule are "finished in oak or birch. 
It has a fireplace, bookcases, plasty Gothic arch between 
living and dining room. Spacious interior effect. A kitchen 
cabinet with all necessary equipment including refrigerator 
space for outside icing, linen closet with drawers and shelves, 
medicine cabinet in bathroom with mirror and broom closet 
are all provided for in this plan. 

The chambers, bathroom and hall are finished in birch or 
fir, white enameled, doors are stained mahogany. 

The basement has a plastered laundry with tubs and floor 
drain, vegetable cellar with bins and shelves, dustproof coal 
bin with cast iron coal chute. 

Electric wiring throughout with base switches for vacuum 
cleaner. The modern plumbing fixtures have latest im- 
provements. As this bungalow has much attic space, two 
large rooms could easily be finished and still have ample 
space for store room. Hot water or hot air can be used. 
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THIS bungalow, 26x41, has a concrete block foundation 
under the entire house. The exterior walls are of narrow 
siding and shingles in gable, with green stained shingles on 
roof. The interior is exceptionally well planned, as well as 
convenient. It is a plan which can be adjusted to meet the 
requirements of a fairly large family, by using the room, 
designated as sun room, as a chamber. On the other hand, 
if only two chambers are desired, this room is admirably 
situated for a sun room. If it is used, you can eliminate the 
door and have either arch opening or French doors. Besides 
this sun room, you can have a cozy porch, screened in summer 
and sashed in winter. The living room and dining room are 
of good size, with plaster arch between them. The kitchen, 
has a breakfast nook, kitchen cabinet with refrigerator space 
for outside iceing, also grade entry to basement. 

The center hall, leading to kitchen, chambers, bath room 
and dining room is another admirable feature in this plan. 

The woodwork may be fir, birch or oak, finished walnut, 
old ivory, mahogany, or old English. Chambers should be 
white enamel with doors stained mahogany. 

The basement has laundry tubs, vegetable room and coal 
bin. Hot water or hot air heat may be used. 
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Design No. 11 



THIS bungalow, size 26x36, including porch, is 
artistic and yet simple in construction. Basement 
under entire house, either of poured concrete or cement 
blocks. The exterior is of narrow siding from grade line 
to belt course with singles in the gables. A great deal 
has been accomplished in the interior planning, con- 
sidering the size and number of rooms as compared to 
the ground area. The breakfast room and pantry are 
embodied in this plan. The interior arrangement is 
both practical and beautiful. The living room has a 
fire-place, flanked by book-cases, and there is an arch 
between living room and dining room. Gives a 
spacious interior. Built in features may be eliminated. 
The center hall leading from living room and connecting 
chambers and bathroom gives a privacy so much de- 
sired in bungalow construction. 

The finish in living room and dining room can be 
oak, or fir finished old English, or birch, stained ma- 
hogany. The hall, chambers, bath, kitchen, breakfast 
nook and pantry should be finished old ivory with 
mahogany stained doors. 

Hot water or hot air heat, also modern plumbing 
fixtures, including built in bath tub. 

Laundry tubs and dust proof coal bin are provided 
for in basement.

Design No. 122. Frame bungalow, size 24x34, 
extreme dimensions, including front porch. 
It has sufficient artistic lines to make it different 
from the general type of bungalows. Its rec- 
tangular shape permits a spacious and excellent 



arrangement of rooms. It can be built on a 35 
foot lot if necessary. The blue prints call for all 
modern conveniences; this is a comfortable little 
bungalow which will meet the requirements of 
most families.

This bungalow is 26x28 and is a California style design. 
The exterior is very striking and unique, yet simple in 
construction. An eight-inch smooth troweled water table 
extends around entire house, with stucco above to belt 
course, and shingles in the gables. The roof is covered with 
shingles. The interior, as will be noticed, provides for three 
chambers, which is a rare accomplishment in bungalow con- 
struction, considering the small ground area this house 
occupies. The living room with large fireplace, having 
bookcases on each side, arch between living room and dining 
room, contribute to produce an effective interior. Beamed 
ceiling and built in features may be eliminated. The center 
hall connects two chambers, bath room, dining room and 
kitchen, which is an excellent feature. The kitchen is 
provided with cabinet having refrigerator space for outside 
icing, breakfast nook, with table and seats, and door to 
grade landing, leading to basement and outside. Head room 
for stairway to basement is provided for under seat in 
breakfast nook. The finish in living room and dining room 
may be oak or fir, old English finish, or birch, stained 
mahogany. The balance of house may be birch or fir, old 
ivory finish, with mahogany stained doors. Basement under 
entire house, provided with laundry tubs and dust proof 
coal bin.

A pergola effect on part of front porch is striking and 
permits the planting of vines and ramblers. The interior 
arrangement is most ideal, having an immense living room with 
fireplace, arch between living room and dining room. The 
arrangement of the chambers, bathroom and kitchen, all con- 
nected with center hall, with entry to dining room is very 
practical. The cabinet in kitchen is provided with shclves,_bins, 
drawers, cupboards and refrigerator space for ^ outside icing. 
The living room and dining room are finished in birch or fir, 
stained dark. 

The kitchen, bathroom, chambers and center hall may be 
finished in birch or fir, white enameled with doors stained 
mahogany. 

Basement under entire house with concrete blocks, walls 
seven feet high, with smooth troweled floor. 

Provisions have been made for ail conveniences, such as 
laundry, vegetable celler, dust proof coal bin and large area 
for drying clothes. The plumbing is modern and up-to-date. 
The color effect as brought out in this illustration is very 
appropriate. This bungalow may be heated with hot water or 
hot air.
